assistant postmaster-general for 1898, 
there are no-w over thirty-five states and 
territories in which the experiment is 
being tried. This report is very inter- 
esting reading, pages 31 to 6t treating 
on rural free mail delivery. 


In this report it is shown that rural 


free delivery can be maintained in many 
sections of our country at less expense 
than is done under the present system 
and with much better service. 
Many 


fourth-class offices and star routes can 
be dispensed with and tbe cost ot main- 
taining them be transferred to the credit 
of the delivery service. 


To illustrate. I will describe this office 


and its operations. The carriers, of 
which there are three, travel two-thirds 
the distance to each o£ tbe surrounding 
offices to the northwest. Our carrier 
goes -within twelve 
mijes of Loami,

natural fondness for Caches we must 
plant the trees and grow them and that 
the so-called peach belt must be given 
new bounds and its limits somewhat 
expanded? 
As peach trees do not require the 


saiae care and attention as other fruit 
bearing trees and the returns are ren- 
dered less certain owing to the destruc- 
tion of the buds by winter freezing, we 
would hardly be warranted in planting 
solid peach orchards, as we ought to 
plant apple and other orchards. 
But 


until the fence corners and uncultivatec 
plats of ground around and near the 
hou-e are utilized by being planted to 
peach trees (and to which places the 
peach tree Is better suited than any oth 
er fruit-bearing tree) the owner of land 
Is guilty of neglect unbecoming a farm 
er in this day and age, to say the least 
It must be conceded, however, that ther 
are soma difficulties attendant upo 
pearh growing in a latitude not usu 
ally exempt, from extreme cold whie 
have a deterrent effect upon tree plant 
ing not experienced by those of a mor 
favored clime. The tree itself is hard 
enough to withstand the rigor of th 
winters commonly experienced In th 
latitude, and it is no uncommon in 
stance to find the peach tree has a 
tamed to an age of twenty-five or mo 
years and borne abundantly wltho 
any appreciable impairment of its % 
talitv.
